The apostle" Paul kept an accurate 
balance sheet, and on the losses side he 
.wrote down every advantage he had ever 
known in his unconverted days; Philip- 
piahs 3:7 records and entry; "whatever 
things were gain to me, those things I 
have, counted as loss.,." Though "he had 
enjoyed a variety of advantages; he - 
made a single entry, written in red ink. 
On a scratch pad he may have listed 
every gain he had ever known, but only 
one entry was needed in the ledger. The 
.word? Rubbish. Rubbish? Not much loss 
that! - \ 

Then he turned to the Profit side of his 

ledger, and there he made sundry 

entries. Against that single red-ink entry 

he entered the word "Christ." That one 

entry more than balanced the sheet; it 

tipped it into the black ^Possessing Christ 

"as Savior is worth more than the world. 

itself. Jesus Himself once _asked .the" 

question, "For what good is it for a man > 

to gain the whole world at the price of his 

own soul?" (Matt 16:26), Good question, 

i'lLWe.^PauI kn ew that h avi ng Ch rist 

he had infinitely more ~lhan was 

represented by that single entry in the 

. Losses column of his life's balance sheet. 

His next entry was "the knowledge of 

Christ Jesus my Lord." He.didn't. mean 

Christ's own knowledge; he meant his 

"knowing Christ." What that implied 

was plainly state by Paul's colleague, 

Peter, who said that the'Hrue knowledge" 

"of Christ, i.e. knowing "Him, brings 
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"everything: pertaining to life.' and' 
godliness" (II Peter 1:3). Paul- himself 
spoke- of knowing Christ as. the key to 
the Church's maturity; and what is true 
of the Church is also true of its individual 
members (cf.Ephesians 4: 13). -/ 

The idea" of maturing through the 
knowledge of Christ led Paul to make still 
another entry on the Profit side of his 
balance sheet. "That I may gain Christ" 
- that's what he wrote. He didn't mean 
that first encounter with Christ, or any 
other encounter. He probably meant the 
acquiring of Christ-like qualities. Paul 
wanted to belike Christ, and he reasoned 
quite- logically (actually, the Holy Spirit 
of God was teaching him) that Jtnowing 
Christ would tend to mould his character. 
It might take a lifetime to achieve it, but 
Paul was gradually becoming like Christ. 
What Paul foresaw for himself was 
complete conformity to the character of 
•Jesus Christ. How complete? Completely 
complete! Even Paul's body would 
someday be changed! I know : Christ 
Jesus my Lord,. Paul said, I am gaining 
Him, becoming like Him, and someday • 
He will -'come and transform "these 
wretched • bodies of ours so that: they 
resemble His own glorious body7bjTthar 
power of His which makes Him the 
.master^ of everything that is'VtPhil.- 
3:21). 

■The balance sheet, was. not=l really 
balanced-, there was virtually nothing on ' 
the loss side - a single entry listed as 
"rubbish." Against that? A whole 
universe and an eternity of bliss, through 
knowing Jesus'Christ as Lord.
